FIGHTING IN SAMOA. 


King 1 Malletoa Remains on Board a 
War Ship During: the 
Action. 

Modem Gunnery Brings the Rebels to 
Terms and They Finally 
Surrender. 


San Francisco, Aug. 30.— Tho United 
Press correspondent at Apia, Samoa, writ- 
ing under date of August 15, per S. S. Mari- 
posa, which arrived to-day, aays : On Mon- 
day laat'i fortunate observer might have 
witnessed the edifying apeotaole of mutila- 
ted Samoana bodies dashed hither and 
thither in bloody confusion as an effect of 
modern gunnery. To what extent this has 
occurred I am as yot unable to inform you, 
but a reliable authority giveB tho death re- 
turns of one shell alone at four killed and 
nine wounded, most of tho latter desper- 
ately. 

Oj Saturday, tho t.h, about midday, 
rumors of heads on poles coming into town 
from tho direction of the fighting wero ro- 
coivod, and on inquiry it was found that 
there was a fair proportion of truth in tho 
report. In a short time a small party of 
natives appeared, headed by a herald who 
announced tho fact that six of the rebols hud 
been killed in an engagement at Falealili on 
tho previous day. Unfortunately for this 
party they had mot tho Chief Justice on 
tho road near whero ho residos and the 
trophiea of war, in the shapo of six human 
oars tied on a string at the end of a stick, 
met His Honor's judicial view. 

The judge was anxious for tho arrest of 
tho whole party, but I am told that tho 
court marshal did not share the judicial 
viow of tho matter. Later intelligence dis- 
covered tho fact that a party leaving Apia 
for Falealili caught tho tail end of a looting 
party and quietly murdered Bix of the crew 
of tho last boat about to leave tho district 
for a rebel position further down tho coast. 
Incidents tueh as theBB have been a prevail- 
ing featuro in the present campaign until 
H M. S Curacoa and H. I. M, S. Buzzard 
took such an active part in the Samoan civil 
war. Oneday early lastwoekMalietoawrotea 
letter to tho consular representatives and 
commanders < f ships of war in Apia Btating 
a melanchaly story of his incapacity to pre- 
serve law and order in Samoa any longer, 
and bogging for a practical illustration of 
tho love and aH'jotion whioh Germany and 
England, not to mention America, have 
always professed for His Majesty. The 
commanders, after a consultation with the 
consuls, agreed to take matters into their 
own hands and declaro in (ii'.ct martial law 
to the native?. 

On the 10th, notice was sent to the rebels 
occupying Luatuanun fort that on the fol- 
lowing morning at 9 o'olock it would bo 
Bhelled and'demolished by the Curacoa and 
Bui'.zard. These two vessels got up steam 
and left Apia at 2 p.m. and proceeded to 
Vailele, whero the German gunboat Falke 
was stationed. Tho latter was Bent down 
to protoot Apia. The Buzzard remained to 
protect Vailole and the Curacoa proceeded 
to Lauliia, about 1200 yards furthar to 
eastwards, both ships being within gun shot 
of Lulatuanun. Before the Curacoa's anohor 
was dropped, she waB boarded by two of 
the chiefs under a white flag, who wished 
to know whether terms oould be arranged. 
C tptain Gibson declined to listen to them, 
but reitorated the proclamation in reference 
to the intention of destroying the fort on 
the morrow. Tho delegates retired in oon- 
fusion, and tho evening paesod by peacefully. 

A ti o'clock the following morning the 
rebels set fire to all their houses and forti- 
fications and evacuated their position, going 
in tho direction of Salu&fnla. Precisely at 
9 a.m. tho bombardment of a barren and 
forlorn looking ridge commenced. For fully 
ono hour the expenditure of ammunition 
continued and then the men-of-war got up 
anchor and slowly proceeded up tho coaBt in 
the direction of tho retreating robola, while 
tho royil army tramped along the 
beach abreast of thoni. Oa reach- 
ing Solcsolo no onomy appeared to 
give battle to the eager troops of 
the King. Again not a soul could bo Been. 
This became aomowhat alarming, os a fear 
of an anibuBh with its possibly deadly of- 
fecta began to have its influeneo on tho sol- 
diers. 0u wont tho ships, and on tramped 
tho army, until Salulafala came in Bight. 
The men-of-war, being in a good harbor, 
now dropped their anchors and wi led until 
tho enemy's position could bo discovered. 
At dawn repoitsof rilltis wero distinctly 
heard. Inspection revealed the fact that 
the rebels and royalists wero engaged in a 
noisy and apparently desperate onoountor, 
which mightfairly be designated as a pitch- 
ed battle. 

At intervals of two hours, or during the 
whole of tho day (Sunday), tho engagement 
was renewed, the government troops loaing 
two killed and ono wounded, tho latter be- 
ing sent on board tho Curacoa and the 
trunks of tho former reaching Apia in duo 
ooureo. On Monday at 8 a.m. a man-of-war 
oponed fire on tho robol positions, which 
were scuMcrod about in tho buBh and on the 
boach. Live Bholls were flying ubout in all 
directions and exploding with astounding 
reports. Still tho rebels declined to submit. 
As one position would become untonable, tho 
rebela would rotroat and tho royal troops 
toko possession not without loss, howevor. 
Until late in tho afternoon tho Bhips of war 
continued thoir fire. At about 7 p m. a lot- 
tor reached tho BhipB from tho rebols asking 
for a ceas&tion of hoatililieB and offering to 
aurrendor. Malietoa, who during tho laBt 
two dayahnd boon locatod at Curacoa, wait- 
ing tho effect of modorn gunnery on his 
rebellious subjects, was duly consulted and 
agreed to meot the rebel delegates at 10 
o'clock on tho following day if thoy would 
como on board. 

At the timo appointed four robol chiefs 
prcacntod themselves, und, in two hours or 
so, His Majesty told Captain Gibson that 
terms had l)3on arranged. Tho rebols wero 
to humble thomsolvoB to him, surrender 100 
riflea and promiao to bo good for the future. 
All thingB thus having terminated happily, 
the Curacoa, with His Majoaty on board, 
returned to Apia at(i p.m., und tho Buzzard 
rimoinod to oolloot tho forfoitod arms. Dur- 
ing this engagomont tho government loBt six 
kiiled and eight wounded, as far as I can 
discover, but of tho robol lossos I am 
unable to obtain particulars. Doubtleus 
many wore killed and wounded by sholls. 
Later, Wodnosday morning at 9 a.m., nows 
had just reached me that tho rebols and 
royal troops again canto in contact last 
night. fTho Aana robolB, hoadod by Toma- 



ses, 800 strong, came over to Atua after tho 
Curacoa had left Saluailn, and joined the 
rebel contingent thero and are now deter- 
mined to fight to a finii-h, having patched 
up a poace with the Savay government 
troops in Aana. I have no hesitation in 
saying that tho news is serious. The Curacoa 
ia coming again, having returnod from Salna- 
fala. The rebols have given up the 100 for- 
feited gunB, but are very restless. 

" A BIRD 1NTHB HAND." 

Scotch Coal Minors Consent to Reduction 
Katlier Than Continue Strike. 

GLASGOW, Aug 30— The result of a ballot 
among tho Seotoh coal miners on the ques- 
tions involved in the present striko wbb an- 
nounced to day. The ballotting Bhows 25,- 
417 minora in favor of tho proposal of the 
Miners' Federation to accept sixpence re- 
duction with guaranteed wagea on that 
basis for two years, and 20,942 in favor of 
insisting upon a shilling advance in wages. 

The mine owners deolaro that the ballot- 
ing, which Bhows a mc'jority in favor of 
accepting a reduction of Bix ponce, does not 
by any means put an ond to tho strike, for 
the reason that it will bo impossible for 
them to guarantee oven a minimum rate of 
wageB for a period of two years. The own- 
era assort that this cannot bo done, inua 
much as moat of their annual contracts have 
been cancelled by their customers. 

DISASTROUS COLLISION. 

Two TraiiiB on the Northern Pacific Hallway 
Crash Into Each Other Head on. 

Seattle, Aug. 30. — A disastrous head-on 
collision ocourred at four o'olook this morn- 
ing on the W P.R.R. about eight miles south 
of this city near Black River junction. No 
lives were lost, and no people woro injured ; 
but a Columbia and Puget Sound engine is 
a completo wreck, and a Northern Pacific 
freight engino is more or less damaged. 
Three or four coal cars wero smashed and 
the contonts scattered around the vicinity of 
tho wreck. From Seattle to Blaok River 
junction there are threo rails laid eo that 
broad guage and narrow guage trains can 
use the samo track. Tho engines mot with 
foarful force and the smallor ono was almost 
telescoped, a heavy switch engino of tho 
Northern Pacific crashing through it and 
completely wrecking it and four of the coal 
laden cars. 



POLITICS IN VANCOUVER. 

Oreanhution of a Liberal Conservative Asso- 
ciation—Election of Olllcers. 

Vancouver, Aug. 40. — (Special) — A 
largely attended and very enthusiastic meet- 
ing of Conservatives took place to-night and 
organized the first Liberal Conservative As- 
sociation of Vancouver. The greatest un- 
animity of feeling prevailed. The following 
officers were elected by acclamation : Presi- 
dent, Dr. Wilson ; vice-presidents, resident 
in the warda corresponding with the num- 
bers, lit vice, Dr. Carroll ; 2nd, G. I. Wil- 
son ; 3rd, W. H. Gallagher; 4tb, JameB 
Clendenning ; 5th, Aid. Bethune ; secretary- 
treasurer, G. W. Cowan. The meeting ad- 
journed amid great enthusiasm, to meet one 
week hence to continue tho work of organi- 
zation and plan of campaign. 

WINNIPEG WIRINGS. 

No Confidence in Darin— Hon. Sir- Lanrier 
to Reach the I'ralrle Capital 
Sunday. 

WINNIPEG, Aug. 30. — (Special) — The 
Medicine Hat electors have voted non-confi- 
denco in Mr. Davin. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier will arrive in Winnipeg 
on Sunday. He reached Port Arthur and 
Fort William to-day and was presented with 
addresses of welcome. 

Wm. Cross, whose homo is in Winnipeg, 
wus killod at Grand Forks last night.

Ottawa, Aug. 30. — (Special) — The 
Queen's Printer hasanumberof surplus voters 
lists overand above those roquircd by the re- 
vising officers, and, aa far aa they will go, 
will be glad to supply them to members of 
Parliament only, without charge, for the 
purposes of tho present rovfsion. Formerly 
tho surplus copies wero destroyed.

Winnipeg, Aug. 30.-(Speolal)-Tho C. 
R. lund department will endeavor to 
transform by irrigation, a dry wosto of 
country along the line, in extent about ono 
million acres, into a fertile farming district. 
The distriot lies betweon Medicine Hat and 
Gloiohen in Alberta. Tho surveyors are 
now at work. 



BRITISH SAILORS ATTACKED. 

Man of-Wai'smen Fired on by Natives of 
AVest Africa. 

Loniion, Aug. 30. — The admiralty office 
has rocoived a cablegram from Bonny, West 
Africa, stating that a boat belonging to H. 
H. S. Aloato, containing a scouting party, 
had been fired upon by natives who attackod 
tho boat from tho bank of tho Bonny rivor. 
Ono of tho scouting party was killed and 
and two soriously wounded.

FIERCE FOREST FIRES. 



Dangers to Navigation and Delays t« 
Train Service— Unanthenticated 
Report From Salt Spring-. 



Scenes Along the Line of the Island 
Railway— The Situation ou 
tbe Mainland. 

That the bush fires on Vancouver island 
aro spreading was indicated yesterday by 
tho increased donaity of tho smoke which 
rested over both land and water, limiting 
the vision to a few hundred yards. Tha 
temperature was considerably cooler before 
evoning, however, with a feeling of rain in 
the air. A shower, whioh may fall at any 
time, ia just what is required to clear tho 
atmosphere and put an end to the fires 
whioh aro now very muoh of a danger as 
well aa a nuisance. 

Numeroua delays and unimportant mis- 
hnpB to steam and sail craft, consequent 
upon the smoke, wero announoed yeBteiu*.^ 
the Kingston when sho arrived in the after- 
noon reporting having sighted the big steam 
collier Mackinaw near Al Ki Point, about 
ton miles from Seattle, and very close to 
Bhoro if not actually upon tho rocks. Other 
boats arriving during tho evening also had 
accounts of narrow eeoapes for mombersof 
the Mainland fleet — all due to tho thickness 
of the air which makes navigation a difficult 
matter. The sealing schooner Wanderer 
literally felt her way in during the early 
afternoon, und though she says thero are 
one or two other veaBels in the Straits, 
bound in, they may not get homo for several 
days, so dense is the smoke upon the water. 

There was a rumor current yesterday that 
a farmer named Murdoch Gillespie, living 
on the Bouth end of Salt Spring island, had 
boon fatally burned while endeavoring to 
proteot hia property from the fire. Careful 
inquiry for the author of the information 
failed to disclose any more reliable authority 
than that "a man in a sloop," (name un- 
known) had brought over the report. Ib U 
learned that there are extensive firea on the 
island, but thero is no reason to accept as 
true the unsubstantiated report of the 
Gillespie cdbo. 

Along tho line of tho E. & N. railway 
there was but little change yesterday — the 
air was yet a little thickor ; that was all. 
It is understood that several miles of the 
Chemainus river valley are on fire, and 
many fine belts of timber therein have been 
destroyed or badly injured. The railway 
oompany yesterday commenced work for 
the protection of the Cowiohan river bridge 
and the banks near it. 

Out in Saanioh.the new MethodiBt church, 
dedicated only about a week ago, has had a 
very olose call, the minister and a portion of 
his congregation being obliged to watch and 
work all night to ensure its safety. Chief 
Deasy, who yesterday drove through the 
district near the city invaded by fire, says 
that in his opinion tbe desire of the ranch- 
ers to olear land during the dry season is re- 
sponsible for much of the trouble. 

Dr. Lewis Hall, who |yesterday returned 
from a short visit to Cobble Hill, says that 
fires are still burning at a lively rate in that 
part of the distriot. On Wednesday the 
fire spread over a tract of fully four miles. 
Fortunately it burned over a portion where 
there were no houses, and the loss will be 
confined to the timber with probably some 
cordwood stacked up in the woods. At 
night the scene was a grand one, the blazj of 
tho flames glowing brilliantly through the 
smoke that hid the firo from view during 
tbe day time, and every now and then was 
hoard the crash of falling timber as some 
huge tree waa felled by tho devouring ele- 
ment. All along tho lino of the railway yes- 
terday the woods wore afiro in spots on both 
aides of the track, while tho oppressive 
Bmoke filled the air oppressively. 

A gentleman who came down from Sum- 
mit yesterday states that the fire started on 
Monday cIobo to the track at the soventeen; 
mile post und spread gradually ovor tho top 
of tho mountain, both sidea of which are now 
blazing. Some men in a small cabin tried 
to save the shack by burning a circle round 
it, but their efforts were unavailing and they 
had to leave ib to the flames. Burning troec 
falling set fire to the timber on tho west side 
of the railway track on Tuesday, and quite 
a tract of timber ie being destroyed, the firo 
spreading downcjuickly towardsGoldatream.

THREE FOIlKg. 

(From tho Minor.) 

The railroad grade under the euporvision 
of Meaars. Munn and O'Loary, is getting 
along faat and will be finished in a month. 
The grade is now uaod inatead of a trail to 
Now Denver, and the Montain Chiof mine is 
easily roaohed this way. 

Eighteen mon are working at the Chief 
under Mr. Stiokney's chargo. Drifting is 
tho order of the day, preparatory to stop- 
ping. Mr. Geo. Hughea will be ready to 
mako big shipmenta thia winter. 

At Silverton five hundred tone of Grady 
ore are stored ready for the Nakusp and 
Slocan Railway. Mr. McNaught will ship 
twenty tons every day from tho Grady until 
he geta one thousand tons over the railway. 

A mountain trail lends to the Fisher 
Maiden, the latest bonanza in tho Four-mile 
diatriot. Mr. Jap. King is in charge, with 
twelve mon at work on throe tunnels, all of 
which are in ore, running from rive to fif- 
teen hundred ounces. The " Maiden " is on 
the divide batween Four-mile and Cody 
ereek, 600 feet above Nine-mile, and iB well 
worth the soven houra' rido to see. The 
outcrop is fully forty feet in width. 

Tho Read and Robertson property, on 
the main Four-mile range, is owned by Mr. 
Finch and is under the oharge of Mr. Moy- 
nahan.

THE U. S. TARIFF. 

Maximum Imports Will Be Kxacted In Cuba— 
English Press Opinions. 

London, Aug. 30. — Tho Central News 
correspondent in Madrid says : " In conse- 
quence of the new American tariff, the gov- 
ernment customs officials in Cuba will ap- 
ply the maximum to all imports from the 
United States. The officials expeot serious 
injury to the Cuban sugar industry us well 
aB to the Cuban treasury from the higher 
tariff on American imports." 

The Morning Poat aays : " There is a fair 
prospect that tho tariff will benefit the 
American and English people. Still it is 
rash to build up hopes of an immedi- 
ate revival of international commerce. The 
real check to our business with tho States 
has been the confusion of tho American cur- 
rency and the unsettled condition of publio 
affairs. The circumstances under which the 
now act was paaaed do not promise tho per- 
manent improvement therein." 

Tho Daily News says: " The tariff ia at 
least a compromise to tho national condem- 
nation of extreme protection as pronounced 
at the last preaidentiul election. Business 
must benefit by ending the uncertainty 
which Iibb long affected commerce in and 
with the United States. 



HOP PROSPECTS. 

They Cannot be Realized on at a Profit— Tin 
Crop Unsually Large. 

San Francisco, Au«. 30.— Growers of 
hops on the Pacific coast aro extremely 
anxious over the low prices for their [,-ro- 
ducts now prevailing. At tho present 
prices thoy cannot be marketed at a profit 
There is no trade in hops, nor any demand 
for them, and it is doubtful if 8 cents a 
pound could be realized for them, as com- 
pared with 17 conts three months ago, 
This year England hns raised enough hops 
for her own use, and as London controls 
tho hop question the market ia naturally 
affected. Tho hop crops all over tho 
world have been up usually large, and it 
is stated that twice tho quantity needed 
has been raised this year. 

Tacoma, Aug. 30.— ,1. P. Stowart, of 
Puyallup, says : "There will be a largo 
number of hops in tho Puyallup valley 
that will not be picked at all this aoason 
on account of tho low price of hops, which 
is from (i to 7 conts per pound. This 
weather is very bad for hops as it drives 
tho lico into tho burr. This injures the 
hop, and in sonio instances entirely de- 
stroys it. I apprehend we shall have all 
tho hop pickers wo need in tlio valley. 
■Seventy-live cents will bo paid by most 
of tho growers, but I understand that 
Meeker will pay but 65 cents to begin 
with."

Militia General Order- 
No. 70 



Initial Steps Toward Carrying Out the 
Order Will Be Taken at 
Once. 



The first Btop toward carrying into effect 
Militia General Order No. 70 will be taken 
next Wednesday evening. It is underslood 
that Col. Kawatorno will bo in charge of the 
school of gunnory, and tho teitof the order 
explains tho details of tho new departure : 
"(;. O, 70 —ESTABLISHMENT OF A SCHOOL 
OK INSTRUCTION AT VICTORIA, I! C 

" 1. Arrangements have been made for tho 
establishment of a School of Artillery In- 
struotiou at Victoria, B C , in connection 
with the Imperial foroeB at that station. 

"2. Tho courses of instruction will be as 
follows : -(1). An annual courso of three 
monthB, limited to sixty of all ranks of the 
B. C Kittalion, Garrison Artillery ; (2), an 
annual course of one month for the further 
instruction of officers', who have obtained 
certificates after attending tho above courso 
(1), and who are deBirous of qualifying for 
promotion abovo the rank of liuutenant. 

" 3 A.S the close of the hstruotion in 
Artillery drills and laying ordinance, an ex 
amination in theso eubj c a will bo held, 
and at tho e'oieof oaoh courso an examina- 
tion will bo held in the remaining eubjeotB. 

" 4. Certificates will be issued as follows, 
after passing the prescribed examinations : 
(1). A certificate (i quivulont to a Grade B 
Certificate R S. A ), for all ranks after at- 
tending the throe months' oourBO detailed 
above (paragraph 2 (la' )• (2). A certificate 
(-quivalent to a Grado A Certificate R S. 
A. ), for officers who havo attonded tho fur- 
ther course detailed abovo (paragraph 2 
(2dd). 

" These certificaieB will be either 1st olass 
or 2nd class, acoording to the percentage of 
marks obtained as riquirod by the Regula- 
tions and Orders of the Canadian Militia, 
1887, paragraph 1000. 

" The poBBesaion of these cartilioatea will 
be ahown in the Militie, List by tho lotters 
p s. with the grado and olass of the oertifi- 
cate after the officer's nam- : thus pa. A 1st, 

"Theso certificates will be granted condi- 
tionally on the holders passing a subst quent 
examination on the drill, and meohaniBm of 
the armament guns of tho fortress ; and in the 
case of officers in range finding, and ueo of 
the depression range finder. 

" The certificatta will be considered aB 
having lapsed, Bhould the above subsequent 
examination not be completed within three 
years from the date of this order.

INFORMATION WANTED.

To s>y the 
leaBt, it would bo a gracious act on tho port 
of the aldermen, who so boldly uBk for a 
considerable amount of money, to take tho 
pooplo from whoso poakets they want it in o 
thoir confidence, and tell us whul well de- 
veloped, carefully thought out and duly ap- 
proved achoino of oirrying out tho improvo- 
monta has beon decided upon. Such an ex- 
planation would romovo tho proaont suspic- 
ion that the amount of tho loan may to 
epont at tho erratic bidding of a board 
of aldermon. Any business man or prlvato 
corporation would know at tho vory outsot 
what waB to bo dono and how host to do it, 
and before making finanoial arrangements 
would have calculated with tho absoluto 



Tho city cjuncil held a special meeting 
yeaterday afternoon to consider what stepa 
could be taken to immediately improve the 
oondition of the water supply. At the 
opening ot the meeting a letter waa read, 
stating that tho ohief engineer of the Vic- 
toria it Sidney railroad wished to know if 
the council would require the trestle at Elk 
lake filled up flush. 

Tho council do, and the company will be 
so informed. 

The Mayor thon statod that tho object 
of the meeting was to explain to tho publio 
what was to be done with the $150,000 asked 
for by the proposed waterworks by law, and 
also to take steps to immediately improve 
tho present supply. 

Ald. Keith-Wilson— Of the S150.000, 
$30,000 would be required for the establish 
meut of filter beds. Then fully $100,000 
will bo needed for the general improvement 
on the plant and the purchase of the water 
shed. 

Ald Harris — In my opinion it would be 
better to withdraw the by law. It is cer- 
tain to bo defeated in its present condition. 
Wo Bhould have an export opinion on the 
whole matter before going further. 

Ald. Styles— The water is all right if it 
is filtered. Let us remedy that part of the 
trouble, and then we can tako more time for 
the romainder. 

His Worship and Aid. Humphrey wore 
of tho opinion that an expert report would 
do but little good. It waa almost a question 
of whether the people would abandon the 
Elk lake proposition altogether and look tor 
a now Bcheme. 

Aftor some further discussion Aid. Keith 
Wilson moved that $30,000 of the amount 
asked for be expended upon the filter beds, 
and the remainder go for the purchase of 
tho water ahed, fencing and other general 
improvementa. Thia motion carried. 

The Mayor thon suggested tho discussion 
of some moans of cleaning out the filter bads. 
His idea was to put in largo filter beds and 
cleon out the present ones. 

Ald. Humphrey— I want to know who ia 
to blame for the present condition of offiirs ? 

Ald. Harris— The council ia taking too 
much on themBelvea. We have paid offi- 
oials— why not have them attend to those 
matters ? 

His Worship— When I went out there 
several weeks ago things were in a horrible 
Bhape. Why did not the City Engineer re 
port on that? 

Ald. Dwyer— Somebody is to blame for 
the state of the water. Certainly it ia not 
fit to use. The quicker some change is made 
the better. 

His Worship— This matter must be at 
tended to if we go around with a hat. Taxes 
or no taxes, it must be done. 

Mr. Wilmot, the city engineer, thon came 
before tho council. Ho was asked to explain 
what was proposed in the way of work on 
the filter beds. By means of a rough dia 
gram he pointed out the various points at 
issue. 

At the conclusion of tho dobate it appear 
ed to be the feeling of the council that work 
should be commenced at onco. Tho sum of 
$2,500 waa voted for immediate uee in fixing 
up the preeent filter beds, and the council 
adjourned.

THE GOVERNMENT AND THE MU- 
NICIPALITIES. 

An effort haa been made by Opposition 
contemporariea on the Mainland to convey 
the impression that the Government owed 
tho Municipalities large sums of money, 
which it was unable to pay. As wo pointed 
out the other day, the Columbian made an 
unblushing statement to that effect, and 
although it was denied by the Colonist at 
the time, it is still being repeated with vari- 
ation in tho Opposition preBa. In order to 
«et the matter fully at reat, wo mado in- 
quiries at the Government oliioce yesterday, 
and for tho information of the public have 
been permittod to publish the following lot- 
ter, which is self-explanatory: 

Lands & Works Department, 
Victoria, B.C., April 13th, 1894. 

Sir, — As you are aware a sum of $20,000 
has been appropriated by the Legislature 
for repairs to trunk roads in township muni- 
cipalities, and aa the various municipalities 
have eaoh urged their respective claims for 
a share of thia sum, it has been decided that 
a fair and aatiafaotory division of tho appro- 
priation will be to give eaoh of the muni- 
cipalitiea, whioh aro eighteen in number, 
$1000, leaving a reserve fund of S2000 for 
iuture disposal. 

I am thorefore directed to atato for the 
information of the Reeve and Counail of 
your municipality that the sum of §1000 
will be paid you on or after the 1st of July 
next, on your receiving a certificate from 
Mr. Sprott. Government Road Superin- 
tendent, that this sum haa been expended 
in a judicious mannor upon trunk roads 
within your municipal limits.

The above circular waa sent to each of 
tho following Municipalities : North Cow 
iuhan, North Vancouver, South Vancouver, 
Richmond, Delta, Burnaby, Coquitlam, 
Surrey, Maple Ridge, Lingley, Mission, 
Mataqui, Dowduey, Nicomon, Sumao, Chilli- 
wack, Sijuumisli, Spallumoheon. Of tho 
eighteen Municipalities bo notified only ono 
has forwarded an application accompanied 
by the necessary certificate from Mr. Sprott, 
which is an esaential condition of payment, 
and in that oaoo payment waa immediately 
made. Wo do not think anything more is 
nocoBsary to bo said on thia mattor. 



THE FRASER VALLEY 
FUND. 



RELIEF 



In connection with tho Colonist's article 
of yoBterday, dealing with tho remarks of 
the NowB-Advortiser on the Bubjeot of 
Frasor valley relief, it is interesting to note 
what the latter had to Bay In discussing the 
mattor recently. The following, cxtraote, 
are so clear as not to admit of any interpre- 
tation which is not a oompleto vindication of 
the course pursuod by tho Government. Tho 
article is too long to quoto in full : 

Wo frankly say that wo entiroly ondorso 
the early action of tho Government in con- 
nection with tho matter in two particulars : 
its decision that it waB a disaater which re- 
quired the aid of tho Government, in oo oper- 
ation with municipal and privato efl'jrts 
to rolieve those in need, and also 
in itB view that it waa not a case 
in which an appeal to tho peoplo of tho 
other parta of tho Dominion waa eithor 
neceasary or dosirablo. We think tho Gov- 
ornmant showed good eenso in uot being 
oariied away by tho grossly exuggcrateii 
and seuBi.lional statements whioh were 



chiefly circulated, by tho way, by the newa- 
paperB which olaim, aa their chief title to 
popular patronage, that they support the 
present Provincial Government. But while 
giving all oredit to the Government for its 
decision in these two matters, wo regret 
that we have viewed with little satisfaction 

its subsequent actioua. 

» * • » 

Tho pressing quostionB now asked aro : 
C»n the necessary relief bp afforded with- 
out Broking aid from oureide BOUroea and 
if so, what ih tho beat mothod to puraut'; To 
the Brati we hnvo no hesitation in nplying 
in tho affirmative. Tho true intercatsot the 
Province indicate that we should show that 
wo aro able to do what ia required without 
asking tho people of other provinces for aid. 
Ifc is not difficult to see. that an entirely er- 
roneous view is he'd by many persons in ro- 
gird to the peoplo who aro proper objeots 
tor relief. The fact that thoro waa no dis- 
crimination shown in tiiis respect in tho dis- 
tribution of tho Government roliof last Juno, 
has, we admit, made it moro difiicult to 
adopt a different plan now than it otherwiso 
would have been. But wo must tako 
things as wo flud thorn and muko a new 
start. Because a Bettlor has loat Bovorely 
by tho flood, it does not necessarily follow 
that the Provincial Treasury or tho chari- 
table people of tho oities of the Province 
should bo called upon to contribute to in- 
demnify him for his los6ep. Tho settlers on 
the territory o vet flowed havo no moro spe- 
cial claim upon thoir fellow- citizens than 
the people on the prairies on tho other side 
of tho mountains who in some yoars lose 
their entire crops by hail, graashoppcrs, 
early frosts or other ciubcs. These disasters 
aro what every settler has to calculate ho 
may have to meet and it ia just tho Bame 
with the floods in the Frasor Valley. 



NOT THE WHOLE TRUTH. 

Mr. Laurier delivered ono of hia delight- 
ful little Bpeeohos at Brampton, Ontario, tho 
other day. In that speech he again showed 
his skill in slurring over what waa unpleas- 
ant and hard to handle in tho subjootB on 
which he discoursed. In Brampton there 
wore among tho audience many furmors, 
and us all know, among farmers reciprocity 
ia a popular subject. The Loader of the 
Opposition had theroforo something to say 
about reciprocity. He waa a little indefi- 
nite aa to tho kind of reciprocity he would 
try to get. He cortuinly did not promise 
his hearers commercial union with the 
United States, or oveo unrestricted 
reciprocity. The reciprocity he now favora 
is a free exchange of natural produots with 
a apooified number of manufactured artialca. 
Ho said (we quote from the Globe's report) : 
"If we oomo to powet — and I believe tho 
sklea have a happier ungury and a day is 
approaching when a Liberal Government 
will be in power at Ottawa — on that day I 
promise you commissioners will go to Wash- 
ington, and if we oan get a treaty in natural 
produotB and a list of manufactured artialca 
that treaty will be made." Mr. Laurier 
rather disingenuously tries to make his 
hearers believe that when the Liberals ex- 
press themselves in favor of reciprocity they 
aro met with the cry of disloyalty, and ho 
expatiates on this misrepresentation at 
some length. Now there is no one in Canada 
— certainly no Conservative — who sees 
anything disloyal in reciprocity per se. Con- 
servatives are aa eager for fair and rational 
reciprocity aa are the Liberals. What thoy 
do protest against and what they regard as 
both ungrateful and disloyal ia granting 
trade privileges to the United States which 
we deny to tho Mother Country. Great 
Britain gives Canadians a free market for 
all thoy havo to sell, asking for nothing in 
return. The American" have tried to koep 
Canadians out of thoir market by placing 
high duties on what they have to soil. We 
cannot underBtand how any loyal British 
subject oan, for the sake of obtaining what 
is called reciprocity, advocate taking the 
duty off American goods while the duty is 
■till retained on British goods of a similar 
class. This ia tho objection whioh Mr. Lau- 
rier had to meet, and it is needless to 
Bay that ho did nob say a word 
about it. He spoke in a generrl way of Can- 
adians consulting their own interest in any 
trade arrangement they might make with 
the United States Government, but he did 
not say ono word about trade discrimination 
against our Mother Country. Thia is dis- 
loyalty, and diBloyalty of a mean and sordid 
kind. If Mr. Laurier favors this sort of 
diBloyalty ho did not venturo to advocate it 
oponly at Brampton. Tho Liberal orator, 
too, waa Bilcnt about tho condition which 
many influential Americans attach to free 
trade in any shapo with Canada. That 
condition is annexation. 

Carried awuy by Iub subject evidently, Iho 
Leader of tho Opposition must have forgo' - 
ton what he had said at Brantford only a duy 
or two boforo. "I propose," ho said, "that 
wo follow Eogland'd example and open our 
porta to tho produots of tho world." At 
Brantford ho told his hearors that thoy 
noed not talk about British freo trade, that 
thoy must not even think of it, for it is in 
Canada impossible. 



WHO ARE THE REAL RULERS. 

Tho session of tho Unitod States Congress 
has olosod at last. Some very important 
work was douo in it, but it can hardly bo 
said to havo been done in a businesa-liko 
manner. The prooeodinga of tho session 
havo shown vory clearly that tho United 
StateB ia not governed by tho pooplo for tho 
pooplo, but by tho Bonatora for tho riuga 
and trustB. The eingular spectaclo was wit- 
noBuod in Washington of a fow mon, not dis- 
tinguiahod by their ability or their virtues 
boing ablo to nullify tho loginlation of tho 
peoplo's representatives. A fow sonators 
forced upon tho country a tariff that does 
not moot the approval of oithor of tho 
groat partioa into whioh the pooplo 
of tho United States aro divided. 
It is not a Republican tariff, noithor ia it a 
Democratic tariff. It ia a tariff mado to 
Buit those who had ir.fluenco enough and 
money enough to buy tho legislation they 
desired. 

Tho weaknoaa of tho Unitod States Houso 
of Representatives was very conspicuous 
when it was compelled to accept a tariff 
amondod by the Senate out of recognition. 



The Senate has nob only been able to bull- 
doze the people's House, but it haa forced 
the President to allow a measure of which 
he Btrongly disapproves, Tho President, 
tho Houeo of Representatives and a large 
majority of the people had to give way to a 
few Senatora who roally represented no one 
but those to whom they had sold them- 
selves. 

Ir, may bo said that President Cleve- 
land did not sign the tariff bill, and 
therefore ho ia not responsible for ita becom- 
ing tho law of the land, Ho had the power 
to veto the bill, bat did not use that power. 
It ia not hard to eeo that, having power to 
prevent tho tariff bill becoming law and not 
exercising that power, ho ia fully as respon- 
sible f ir tho effects it will produco ub if ho 
had signed hia name to it. It may bo said 
that Congress oould pass it over hia veto. 
Thia ia not likely, for many of tho Senators, 
it ia Baid, would havo bojn only too glad to 
havo had tho opportunity of killing tho bill 
outright. 

Wo do not beliovo that Mr. Cleveland 
will bo blamed eithor at homo or abroad 
for allowing tho tariff bill, imperfeot as 
ho believed it to bo, beoomlng law. 
Ho was in u most difficult situation. Tho 
responsibility devolving on him waa vory 
groat. The whole country had long been 
Buffering very aeriously from uncertainty 
aa to ita commercial future. Would he be 
justified in prolonging that uncertainty and 
the many evils of which it was tho cause ? 
Ho had tho interest of sixty. fivo millions of 
oitizsna to conBult, and what were hia per 
aonal preferences or even convictions com 
pared with tho risk of doing them serious 
injury. The President had tho patriotism 
to sink his own viows and he had the cour 
age to do what he boliovcd to bo right. He 
did not, however, allow the country to be in 
ignoranoe of what ho thought of the bill 
Ho gavo his opinion of it vory plainly in hia 
letter to Mr, Wilson, and iu another letter 
to Mr. Catohings, of Miaaiaaippi. It was, 
thereforo, nothing but an overwhelming 
aoueo of duty that prevented him from veto 
ing tho bill. We aro vory groatly mistaken 
if the verdiot of mon evory whore will not be 
that President Cleveland haspasBod through 
a moat trying ordeal triumphantly. It is, 
we believe, safe to prodiot that he will be 
regardod by future generations aa a wise 
ruler and a true patriot. 

'a wise judge. 

Judge Cooley, who is ono of the moat ablo 
and olear-headed lawyers in the United 
Statea, delivered an address before the 
American Bar Association. Ho aaid many 
thing8 on the bearing which law haa on the 
labor movements of the day which will add 
to the very high reputation aa a jurist 
which he haa already gained. What ho said 
about arbitration, it seems to us, is particu- 
larly worthy of notice. Thia is part of it : 

Arbitration, ob tho word has come to us, 
is understood to mean tho voluntary submis- 
sion by the parties to a controversy of the 
mattera of which they dill'ar to tho decision 
of ono or more impartial peraon8, whose 
award thereon shall be final. The moat 
notable characteristic ia that the initiation 
of tho proceeding ia voluntary. Tho tribu- 
nala to which tho law gives compulsory 
power over the controversies of individuals 
are tho courts, and oven theeo aro to deal 
only with questions of legal rights and legal 
obligation ; thoy cannot enforoo mere moral 
duties unless the law has mado such duties 
legal also. But the vast majority of labor 
controversies involve, as between the parties 
to them, no question whatover of legal 
right. If arbitration could embrace only 
the labor controversies in respeot to lecal 
rights, it would be of very slight value. No 
omployer can be compollod to continue his 
business when for alleged want ot capital or 
of profitB or for any other reaBon ho refusoa 
to do bo, and laborers cannot be led by the 
sheriff to their daily task when they rofnse 
to obey the arbitrators' award that it ia 
their duty to continue at their work. 

Continuing the subject ho Baid: "In 
what I have aaid I have endeavored to point 
out some of the obstacles in the way of 
making compulsory arbitration the effectual 
remedy in labor controversies, which many 
aoem to think it must in time becomo. The 
personal liberty of both the omployer and 
the laborer is necessarily to bo respected, 
and every man must be left to determine for 
himself whether ho will observe and perform 
such moral or sentimental obligations or 
recognize Buch claims aa tho State lias never 
deemed it wiso to convert into legal duties 
or legal rights. Upon thcBO and kindred 
subjectB a true leader may mako tho inher- 
ent diilioulties so plain that destructive con- 
flict will becomo inexcusable and also un- 
common. But lie ulso can point out that by 
contract when tho service begins tho peace- 
ful remedies provided by law can be greatly 
extended; that tho sudden termination or 
damaging change of tho rolation by either 
party can bo provided ogainnt, and that uny 
Other stipulation, important for tho security 
of rights, or to guard againat the conse- 
quences of misfortune, may be made part of 
tho terms of employment."

A New Process ot Prospecting 1 Deep 
Ground Successfully Intro- 
duced. 

Rich Indications on Willow River at 
the Mosquito Creek 
Mouth. 



Mr. Chaa F. L»w, woll known as Britith 
Columbia's commissioner to tht£ World's 
Fair at Chicago, returned from the Main 
land the other evening. Mr. Liw's prea 
enoe in Chicago gave him ample opportunity 
to meet mining men and cipitaliata and to 
inveatigate the moat improved machinery 
for mining purpoaoj. While hunting up in- 
formation and specimens for the exhibit, he 
had peraonally viaitod the varioua mining 
aectiona. Thia gavo him an oxeellent insight 
into the poaaibilitiea of minora! development 
in thia province. Ho became impressed 
with the tins field otTorod by the Cariboo 
alluvial deposits, and during hia v.-'sic to 
Chicago induced moneyed men to furnish the 
funda for prospeotiug the deep ground on 
Willow river, where no secured a mile >nd a 
half leaBe from tho mouth ol Moiquito Creek 
towards the meadows at the foot of Wil- 
liams creek. Tho old method of expensive 
sinking of shaft was diapenaed with in pros- 
pecting tho ground, and an elliptical drill 
waa substituted. This machine was taken 
to the gryund at the mouth of Moiquito 
creek, and the rapid and excellent woik 
there accomplished haa shown that tho ellip- 
tical drill will come into general use for 
prospecting purposes. It has solved the 
difficult problem of prospecting deep ground. 
Acting uuder the advice of Mr. Geo. CowaE, 
cx-M.P.P., but now clork of the court at 
Barkerville, four holea wore sunk, a six-inch 
pipe conveying the material to the surface. 
These holea varied in depth from C5 to 102 
feet, the drill traveling through the gravel 
and bouldera at the average rate of 15 foet 
per day. The 102-foot hole provod the 
deep portion of Willow River channel, 
which waa found to boon the sidowheie 
Moequito creek empties into tho river. At 
a depth of forty feet tho old rim gravel whs 
pierced by the drill and gold fouud continu- 
ously to the bedrock. Heavy gold was not 
brought to tho surface, but Bcale gold simi- 
lar to that secured lu the recent wash-up ut 
the Cariboo Co. 'a claim on North Quesnello 
river. At bedrock it waa brought to the 
surface in considerable quantity, sufficient 
to induce permanent work. Ic ia now the 
intention to sick a shaft to hedrock and 
drift towards the meadows. 

The ground upon which tho work was 
done haa remained vacant because it was 
believed all a'oog that the bedrock waa at a 
greater depth than it really is, whtreaR it ia 
no deeper than the Mosquito ohanne 1 . Now, 
leasea have been taken out all along Willow 
river. The syndicate which Mr. Liw repre- 
senta has ample cipital with which to pur- 
sue operations, and these will now bo 
pushed vigorously. Ho will leave for 
Barkerville in the courao of a week to start 
work on the shaft. Prior to this Mr. Law 
will visit a gold quartz claim on Jervis 
Inlet, which gives promise of being a rich 
mine.

THE BOULANGER FIZZLE- 

Fresh revelations of a retrospective 
character arc made about the Boulanger 
crisis in January; 1889, thia time l>y M. 
Robert Mitchell. Ho says that on Jan. 
27 in that year, after Gen. Boulanger hud 
defeated M. Jacques, the president, of the 
council waa at his wits' end. The polico 
were ready to make common cause with 
the people, and tho Elysee might easily 
have hceu ontored, as tho guards were 
ready to open tho gates. An eraeute was 
feared, and it was believed that it would 
be successful. In tho meantime the con- 
spirators wore holding a meeting in Du- 
rand's resturant as to how Gen. Boulan- 
ger was to avoid his friends, the mob. 
He wanted to go straight home, but his 
advisers said that he would bo carried to 
the Elyseo. Tho general urged that ho was 
not going to pass tho night at the restau- 
rant, so Paul Deroulede offered to get him 
out between two rows of members of tho 
League of Patriots. Some one next pro- 
posed that the general and his adherents 
should trust themselves to tho people and 
make a blow for success. From tlm M. 
llocheforte strongly dissented, saying that 
they wanted to disperse their foes with 
voting papers and not bullets. General 
Boulanger also remarked that if Louis 
Napoleon had awaited another popular 
verdict, tho Decombor massacres would 
not have taken place. Thus the proposal 
to march on tho Elyseo was abandoned, 
and tho General was speedily helped into 
his carriage and convoyed to his house. 
M. Constans, on hearing of this pacific 
ending to an evening which promised dra- 
matic events, said to his friends, 'E finita 
la comedia,' Boulanger is no longer to be 
feared.' M. Mitchell points out that 
Boulanger, Rochofort and Deroulede did 
not fear death, but they were dominated 
by respect for Republican legality. — 
Paris Correspondence London 'Daily 
Telegraph.' 

THE SAMURAI. 

Of all tho figures of old Japan which 
tho stage has preserved, the most striking 
is tho samurai, the man of two swords, 
who occupies in Japanese romantic story 
the place tilled by tho knights of old in 
the legends of European chivalry He 
was the backbone of tho feudal system, 
and the military class to which he be- 
longed ruled Japan. Ho was the logical 
outcomo of that syBtom. From it was 
evolved for his guidance a code of conduct 
of the most intricate character, and of 
etiquette of tho greatest nicety, which, 
though it may bo to our minds somewhat 
fantastic and strained, had for its basis 
an ideal of honor which waa no mean con- 
ception. Patriotism in its western sense 
was unknown. There was no common 
country, no uniliod nation. Tho lives of 
tho castles and tho camps centred about 
the clan. Loyalty to tho clan chief was 
tho soul of tho samurai, and individual 
rights and liberties wero sunk in the 
intensity of the feeling. This fealty was 
called yamato damashii, and its spirit 
pervaded tho entiro history and romance 
of old Japan. It found expression in the 
old clan wars and in the thousand feuds 
and lights of tho ancient time. In these 
modern days it survives in the form of a 
most intense, unreasoning patriotism. — 
'Harper's Weekly.'

As the business increases new rooms 
will be built in the existing cold storage 
building and in tho large three story brick 
building adjoining, lately known us the 
Janion hotel. 

The plant for refrigerating and ico making 
purposes conaiBta of two multitubular boil- 
ers, each of 100 horse power, with briok 
smokeHtaek 75 feet high, Tho system used 
for cooling the rooms and ioe making is tho 
atnmonlft-brlne proems. This is better for 
tho puVpose than the puro ammonia system, 
aa in c 162 of leaks in the cold storage pipes 
with the latter Bystom goodB are liable to 
be damagod, but with tho former process, in 
which the brine, previously cooled by am- 
monia, is pumped through the pipes, no 
damage can bo dono through leakage in 
pipes. 

Preparations bavo already been made for 
doublicg this plant as soon as the demand 
arises. Ice will be manufactured from water 
puicna.erl from the Etquimalt Water Works 
Co., and afterwards distilled by means of an 
apparatus of the lateat kind, and not by ono of 
the so-Cillt d distilling plan ts whioh are some- 
times used. This will inture puro ice being 
supplied to the public. Hydror, a redis- 
tilled water, will also ba manufac! urod. 
This class of drinking water is largely used 
in Chicago and several other K*stern cities, 
and huds a ready sale as it ia absolutely free 
from fcll vegetable and mineral contami- 
nations. 

The Cold storage wiil be the means of 
developing the deep sea fisheries of which 
this province has always boasted, but which 
areut present lying dormant for want of 
such an institution ua this. The du'y on 
froz)n fish, ^ cents per lb. , Into the United 
States bae just been taken off, and now that 
fish are admitted freo great developments 
ought to take place. 

To the cittla men of the interior it will 
be a boon, becuusa by shipping their cattle 
to Victoria in the fill, having them slaugh- 
tered here and put in cold storage, losses 
through hardwoather will bo a thing of the 
pist, the shrinkage of cattle will be avoided, 
the cost of feeding and supervision will be 
saved, and the farmer will at least bo 
certain of knowing that he haa bo much 
property sufu in cold storage upon which 
he can realize. 

To batchers, lish doal&rs, fruiterers, far- 
mers and groct-rs it would bo of equally great 
value, as it will enable them to save from 
loss goods that would otherwise be de- 
stroyed and allowthom to buy in tho cheapest 
market, hold tho goods in storage and sell 
when tbe various commodities rise in value. 

The completion of the plant Iibs been 
anxiously looked for by the producers and 
shippers both of this and other sections. 
From tho Dumber of inquiries that have 
come in duriug tho summer, business will no 
doubt be brisk from tho start. Mr. Henry 
Croft, the auperintendent, has been in cor- 
respondence with shippers for some time, 
and has met with the most encouraging re- 
sponses. The new cold storage and ice 
works adfis to the industries of Victoria one 
of the most valuable in her history, and 
aomethiog which will contribute materially 
to her claims ua a first class port and dis- 
tributing point. 

YARMOUTH'S RECEPTION. 

The Governor -General and Lady Aberdeen 
Have a Warm Welcome In the 
Maritime Provlnces- 

YaBMODTH, Aug. 25).— (Special)— Yar- 
mouth's reoeption to Lord and Lady Aber- 
deen surpasses that of any other city in tbe 
Maritime provinces. Tho town is decorated 
and wae mBguifioonfly illuminated last 
night, when thero was a torchlight proces- 
sion. An address of welcome was presented 
by the town, and tho Governor-General was 
taken for a thirteen milo drive. In tbe after- 
noon L idy Aberdeen addressed an enthusi- 
astic gathering of the ladicB of Yarmouth, 
and organized a brunch of the Woman's 
Kaliouii! Council. Last night Lady Aber- 
deen held a reception at the Grand hotel 
whi:h was largely attended, many Ameri- 
cans being preient.

THE 0- S. PEREMPTORY. 

A Vigorous Protest Against the Arrest 
Ainerlcrui Citizens. 

Managua, Nic?r» D "t t ^Jj. X.—^cfore 
the Koverr;„ OUB ( Nicaragua issued the 
edlot for tho banishment of the Bluefields 
prisoners the U. S. Minister, acting under 
Instructions from the State department at 
Washington, entered a vigorous protest 
against the manner of arrest and tho subse- 
quent carting off of American citizens from 
Bluefields to Managua. Under the lamo in- 
structions Minister Baker demanded 
the immediate trial of the prisoners, 
stipulating that their trial, should 
be public and that tho prisoners 
should have ample moans of defence. 
The Nioaraguan government was further in- 
formed by Minister Biker that unless all 
theBe conditions wero complied with the 
United States would demand tho immediate 
release c f tho priaoncrs. The instructions 
under which Mr. Bikor is aoting aro of a 
very rigid and peremptory naturo. A dis 
patch from Bluetields sayc Nicaragua has 
Btopped the flight of refugees from tho Mos- 
quito reservation and clearances are refused 
to foreign croft engaged in tho co iat trae'e 
with the Indians. Tho Ice il agent of the 
Morgan line of steamers has been arrested, 
and tnn«n schooners which tho Indiana own 
are now Hying tho Colombian Ihg.

When least expected, tho eeiiling sohoon- 
er Wanderer— which was seized by an 
American revenue cutter in Bahring 10a 
sometime ago— loomed up out of tho fog 
and made her way to port Bhortly after 
noon yesterday. She had drifted in with 
the tido, after a wearisomo endeavor to get 
up tho Straits. 

Sho has beon 23 d&yR coming from Oun- 
alaska, having had light and unfavorable 
winds to contend with all the way down. It 
is In obedionco to instructions .given her by 
H.MS. Pheasant that tho Bohooner now 
returnB home. As will bo remenibored, 
the Wandoror was overhauled with 
other sealers early in the Bea- 
Bon by an American cutter, and 
all but ono of her guna sealed. Thia par- 
ticular gun was secreted by Mate Smith of 
the steamer, and hidden from the Amorioan 
otnoera who sealed up tho other weapons. 
Not a day had elapsed, however, before the 
Wanderer was overtaken by a aeoond Ameri- 
can patrol vessel, and on boing searohod thia 
gun was found. 

It was thtn and for this ac 1 ; that the 
schooner wai seizid aud sent to an Alaskan 
port. 

Although C-ipt. 1'axton, the schooners 
commander, would not talk of tho Boizuro 
yesterday vet ho confirmed tho abovo par- 
ticulars "by Btatiog that tho story of biB 
seizure as it had already appoared in the 
papers was substantially correct. 
His version of tho matter was not related to 
Collector of Cuatoms A. R. Milne, up till a 
lato hour last evening, but tho schooner will 
be immediately taken in charge by tho cus- 
toms authorities, who will hold hor until 
such time as a legal inquiry into her troublo 
can be mode. 

Apart from the seizure, tho Rehooner 
brings considerable nows from the north, 
little, however, from tho eeuling fleet now 
in Uehring Sea. Tho Sapphire, Beatrice, 
Ainoka, Saucy Lass, Minnie, Triumph ana 
others of the fliet had all lo t Ounalaska 
loug before the Wanderer sailed, and none 
had up till this mot with trouble of any 
kind. Two deserters from the San Francisco 
whaling bark California, who had beon 
picked up by tho Wanderer near Ounalaska, 
arrived on the schooner here. They had 
left their vessel owing to harsh treatment on 
the part of those under whom they wore 
employed. One of these men has a long 
chapter of events occurring among the 
Aru'.'lo and Bohring sea whaling vessels. HtB 
bark had 2 catch of six whales at the time 
he left her. T he loBS of two whaling vessels 
is reported by til^, but the details in one 
case, if not both, have already been chron- 
icled. At Seventy-Two l-'^s, the bark 
Hunter in May laBt got j imed in aoOO 
large bergs from which ehe never regained 
her freedom. Her crew all escaped, some 
to an island close by and others, inoluding 
the captain, to Ounalaska. Tho former 
wero picked up in time by the U. S. cutter 
Bear, and afterwards sent down under 
arrest to San Franoisoo. They aro belioved, 
to havo killed two of tqcjr ItJgiflft] dumber 
and eiten them. t h e flesh of one of 

the UDf--' lunate8 being found in his 
"fade's posaeBBion. The other whaler 
.ost came to grief In the Arotio ocean in a 
similar way in April last. Her name ib not 
remembered by the deserting sailor, but she 
belonged to the S*n Francisco firm 
the Cape Horn Pigeon. Her 
orew were all saved by the batk 
Horatio. While in ohase of a big sperm 
whale in June last, off the Japan Bea, the 
San Francisco bark Capo Horn Pigeon had 
two of her boats smashed ; their crews wero 
Baved after a thrilling and exciting experi- 
ence in which they oaptured their victim, 
realizing from it 100 barrels of oil. Only 
three bowheads, the whale which inhabits 
ice regions, and the oneB probably most 
sought for, were caught this year, two being 
the oaptives of the San Francisco sohoonor 
Roserio and one tho steamer Orcas' prize.

Tho 
Rtthet remained in port several hours later 
than her rfgular hour of sailing, and the 
ferry Bteamer in endeavoring to malto hor 
trips on schedule time IobC her reckoning 
moro than once. Tber6 aro no fires 
of any magnitudo closo to the city, but orer 
on the Inlot tho situation is becoming 
serious. 

Word reached the city thia afternoon 
that J. R. Foord'a splendid timber limits on 
tho north Bhore of tho Inlot were on fire, 
and that a groat quantity of oordwood 
lately cut was in danger of destruction. 

A dispatch from Aldergrovo Bays that the 
buhh fires in that section are very exten- 
sive. Along the Southern boundary many 
settlers have been dri/on from their homes 
and are heavy losers.

OVER THE LINE. 

The Fires Still Kiiue In the Mountains— Trains 
Delayed ami Timber Losses «evero, 

SEATTLE, Aug. .')0 — ForoBt fires oontinue 
to ruge iu Skagit, VVhatoom, Snohomish and 
Kirg oounties, and in the Olympic moun- 
tains, and havo done considerable damage 
to roods, farmB and shingle mills. Steam- 
ers lb well as trains continue to run under 
slow orders Bed there seema to bo no human 
agency powerful enough to abate tho nuia- 
ouce. Firea continue to burn along the lines 
of the Great Northern and Lako Shore rail- 
roads, but the loss bo far has been nominal. 
Tho most sorious incident of tho fi r o occurred 
to the Great Northern passenger train duo 
in Seattle at 1 1 o'olook Tuesday night. A 
burning tree had fallon across the track 
thirty five miles east of Evorott and tho 
front truoks of tho engine wero derailed and 
tho passengers rec:ived a shaking up. Word 
reached the oity last evening that the Enter- 
prise shingle mill at Enterprise, ten miles 
south of Bluine, had burned. The report 
that the teees on tho bluff along tho Sound 
shore lino of the Groat Northern were on 
fire is somewhat exaggerated. 

Trains on tho Great Nortncrn coaBt linea 
havo been delayed at Whatcom on account 
of the failure of tho Bjllingham Bay <fc 
British Columbia road to promptly turn over 
their through passenger cars, owing to for- 
est fireB hetweon Whatcom and Sumas. Tho 
Seattle, Lako Shore & EiBtorn railway is 
Buffering from the forest fires, raging near 
the Canadian boundary, and aa a reault the 
running time of tho road through the fire 
district iu not maintained, 

VVHATCOM, Aug. .10.— Tho daDger is prob- 
ably over. The only loss in tho city of im- 
portance is that cf the Eldridgo mansion, 
A rancher who came in over the guide meri- 
dian road reports twelve bridges and cul- 
verts destroyed within three miles of the 
city, and of the whole road about a mile of 
planking burned, Odo thousand feet of 
planking of the Northeast diagonal road in 
the oity limits ia destroyed. The plank 
road from the Eureka addition to Silver 
Beaoh is nearly all burned, The Belling- 
ham Bay k British Columbia railway kept a 
locomotive and tank car along the line all 
day and most of tho night fighting fire. 

South Bend, Aug. 30. — Forest fires are 
raging fiercely. Thua far tho fire haa been 
confined to settlers' slashings and to old 
burnt districts.

Both will then proceed to the 
McKenzie river and sail up it as far as Her- 
achel island, which ia belioved to be as far 
up as thoy can got. There they will atay 
for threo winters in hopea of getting plenty 
ofwhaloa. Tho vcsaela will bo equipped 
with all modern whaling tackle, and aro ex- 
pected to do well.

U. S. LABOR COMMISSION. 

Conclusion of lis Sesslons-Koreeast as to the 
Nature of Its Report. 

CHICAGO, Ills, Aug. .'10.— After a four 
teen days' eession, the National Labor Com 
mission adjourned at three o'clock this after- 
noon. One hundred and bovcu wltneBSea 
have been heard so far. Nothing official haa 
boen given out as to tho views which may 
havo been formed by tho commiBshn, but is 
believed that tho chief recommendation will 
bo a State board of arbitration to judge he- 
twcenemployer and employe. Tho licensing 
of engineors and conductors aud 
firomcn will probably aleo bo re- 
commended and the cultivation of 
a kindly feeling between . wage oarnors 
and those for whom tliey labor will be ad- 
vised. It is said Mr. Pullman will not oa- 
capo consuro for tho methods in vogue in his 
town, as well aa for rejeoting all proposals 
for arbitration, and that tho tionoral Man- 
agora' Association and St. John will bo re- 
buked for not giving tho A R U. a hearing 
when it wished to end tho atriko. Marshal 
Arnold and his Btrlko deputiea are not 
likely to be spared sevore criticism. If, it 
is said, tho commission ia guided by 
tho teatimony alono, it cannot help recom- 
mending the government ownorship of rail- 
roads whorovor possible. ThiB oannot, as 
tho commission realizes, havo boon proposed 
ua an immediato remedy. Tho A. R. U. 
cannot hope to eBoapo unscathed, but will 
in all likelihood bo sovoroly taken to task 
for not oxorciaing sufficient control over its 
members and preventing them at all timos 
from resorting to violence in tho intimida- 
tion of thoir fellow workmen. 

RETALIATORY DUTY. 

Canadian Laths Taxed as a Matter of u. 8, Re- 
ciprocity in Tariffs. 

Washington, Aug, lit). — A cargo of laths 
from Cmada arrived at tho port of George- 
town, D.C., this morning, tho first oargo of 
this kind to arrive in the United Status as 
far as tho troaBury is advised, Binco tho now 
tariff went into effect. Lillia are put upon 
the free liat under tho now tariff, provided 
the country whonoo thoy aro oxported does 
not exact an export duty on them. This, it 
ia said, Canada does, on which aooount Col- 
lector Manoguo, at Georgetown, after con- 
sulting with tho treasury oflico, imposed tho 
rate of tho MoKinley law, 15 cents por 1,000 
pieces.
